His first confession made to the

the jury. This described how he 
stuffed the dynamite into the top of 
the stove. 

Reed's confession said: “I intended 
that the dynamite | should explode 
when the stove was started by Iola 
Bradford the next morning.” The girl 
expects to become a mother soon. 

The confession was the only one 
of three that bore his signature, The 
Rey. Herbert Bradford and Mrs. 
Bradford sat immediately behind their 
daughter today, while across the 
room were Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Reed. 

Iola’s sister also was in court with, 
her husband, Howard Clegg, and -the 
girls chatted and laughed during 
recesses, 

As to. Miss Bradford's condition, 
Hiram said in his ¢onfession; “I knew 
she was expecting to bécome a mother 
and that I was responsible for her 
condition.”

Wishington, March 1.—Didius 
Slavius Julianus, well-known real es- 
tate dealer, of Romtte, Italy, thought 
he struck a bargain when he bought 
the world for. $16,000,000 back in 
193 A. D. 

But you can take the word of Joe 
McCoy, U. 8S. treasury actuary, who 
can make simple little figures per- 


form magic at compound interest, that | 


Didius did not. 

Of course, the investment, if Di- 
dius had been able to hold on to it, 
would be worth today approximately 
$2,000,000,000,000—two. million . mil- 
lions of dollars, the wealth of the 
world. , 

But, if the aspiring Roman senator 
had invested his wealth in good se- 
curities such as U. 8S. Steel or any- 
thing paying more than three per 
cent, his original $16,000,000. would 
have increased to—you.have to start 
clear over to the edge.to get this 
figure in—$299,718,832,000,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000 (twenty-one cipers or 
nearly 300 octillion or nearly 300 bil- 
lion billion billions. It took MeCoy 
just about two minutes to figure this 
out.

Pertinax. 

One lusty-lunged trooper mounted 
to the ramparts of the palace and 
announced that the Roman throne, 
which carried with it at that time 
the ownership of the civilized world, 
was to be sold to the highest bidder. 

Didius paid for his throne and the 
world with $16,000,000 in gold— 
where he got it history does not re- 
late, but Didius was a senator before 
he became emperor. However, he 
lost both his throne and his 
head 66 days later and the greatest 
real estate transaction in history was 
crossed off the books with the Praetor- 
ian guards as:the only beneficiaries. 

Didius knew he was buying a lot 
for his $16,000,000 but he didn’t real- 
ize how much. He bought all of the 
known civilized world mesg: Eng- 
land,. France, Belgium olland, 
Spain, Portugal, Italy, Switzerland, 
Greece, Austria, Hungary, Rumania, 
Bulgaria, Turkey with the northern 
part of Africa and a few minor hold- 
ings like Asia. Minor and Jugo-Slavia 
thrown in.

W. Stewart wae reelected chairman 
of the board -of directors of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana at a 
stockholders meeting today at Whit- 
ing, Ind., a Chicago suburb. 

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., sent a 
letter to the stockholders stating he 
“desired not to vote for Stewart as 
chairman.” This attitude was be 
lieved to have been taken because of 
Stewart's refusal to answer certain 
questions before the senate ‘Teapot 
Dome investigating committee at 
Washington recently, 

Rockefeller also notified the stock- 


- holders that the Rockefeller -founda- 


tion’s proxy votes were to be cast in 
the same manner.

feller’s*individual holdings and those’ 


of the foundation were cast in favor of 
reelection of the other eight directors. 

Stewart said he was “very much 
gratified” at his reelection.

Other important disclosures in 
the review show that in the entire 
southeastern territory the construc- 
tion program is heavier than a year 
ago, the savings accounts larger in 
number and with heavier totals, 
while commercial failures for Janu- 
ary were fewer in number, and not 
half as great in liabilities as in Jan- 
uary, 1927. 

It is interesting to know that 
Atlanta banks reported total sav- 
ings deposits on January 31, 1928, 
amounting to $44,819,000. This 
was an increase of approximately 
$700,000 over the totals on the last 
day of December, 1927. 


BATTLE BETWEEN GIANTS. 

The Willis-Hoover contest in Ohio 
is a battle between republican giants 
in a state that has the reputation for 
“making presidents.”

In the death of John R. Kenly, 
president of the Atlantic Coast Line 
railroad, the south lost another of 
its really gréat ‘and progréssive 
transportation éxécutives.

In authorizing the statues 
Kemal has braved the prohibition by 
the Koran of all plastic répresentation 
of men or animals, which has heréto- 
fore severely limited the scope of ori- 
ental artists and sculptors. He makes 
no attempt to reconcile these statues 
With the textual prohibition of the 
Koran. Kemal is quoted as saying 
bluntly: “In other times men wor- 
shipped idols. It was for this reason 
that our religion forbade all represen- 
tation of animate objects. But times 
have changed and it is time that we 
realized it. There is no reason now 
for opposing drawing, painting or 
sculpture. And we will no longer ac- 
cept a religion which neglects the fine 
arts,” One result of Kemal's unortho- 


dox attitude has been an artistic im- 
petus in Turkey.

Appearing before a senate judiciary 
subcommittee, Emery asserted that 
the measure “was ‘plainly unconsti- 
tutional because it undertakes to in- 
struct the judiciary to determine what 
is a right of property under the con- 
stitution, whieh is a judicial and 
legislative function.” . 

“Tt would further withdraw from 
all citizens.” he continued, “all ef- 
fective equitable protection of their 
most fundamental property rights, 
which makes it a void act. , 

“But if it were not invalid, it 
‘would be difficult to conceive a more 
unsound and indefensible public policy 
than one which would withdraw from 
the only form of protection, which ex- 
perience has demonstrated to be cf- 
fective, our whole system of patents, 
copyrights, trade marks. unfair com- 
petition and restraints of trade,‘ thus 
destroying the whole system of pre- 
ventive relief and leaving the people 
in every department of litigation with- 
out the restraining power of a court 
of equity.” 

Emery denied that the courts have 
abused the use of the injunction, or 
have discriminated against organized 
labor in the issuance ‘of such writs.

national capital we ought to set a pace | 
by expressing ourselves.” 

Hammer deplored Judge Ben B.|.- 
Lindsey’s support of companionate 
marriage. , 

“Judge Lindsey is a. great sympa- 
thetic man,” Hammer said, “but I am 
of the opinion that his support of such 
marriages is based on his association 
with pity for criminals. Judge Lind- 
sey belieyes the world should be more 
broad-minded, but is companionate 
marriage not reaching the end of the 
road of broad-mindedness?” 

Hammer does not propose to intro- 
duce a bill to prohibit companionate 
nore throughout the country, he 
said. 

He predicted, however, that even- 
tually the nation will “rise up to ward 
off such a blow to the morals of -the 
United States.” He said he expects 
his bill to pass with little difficulty, 


punishable by a jail sentence and fine. 
to enter into companionate or trial 
marriage. 

The measure carries the caption: 

“To protect the sanctity -and preser- 
ration of the institution of marriage 
within the District of Columbia.” 
. “Companionate marriage,” Hammer | 
told the United News in commenting | 
on his bill, now being considered by 
the District committee, “breaks down 
the sanctity of marriage relations, 

“This is a Christian nation. The 
United States supreme court has said 
so. Therefore, companionate marriage 
violates Christian teachings. It leads 
to free love. Harems would be far 
better. 

“Specifically, companionate mar- 
riage is a civil contract by a man and 
woman whereby they enter into a dec- 
laration of temiporary marriage. The 
man does not -have to support the 
wife, or live with her. The woman 
does not have to live in the man’s 
home. 

“If after a limited period either 
party may desire a divorce the other 
party will agree to consent to it and 
not resist it.

DUKE OF VICTORY 
HONORED BY ITALY 


Rome, March 1.—(#)—King and 
commoner, soldier and citizen today 
made a pilgrimage to the modest home 
outside the Porta del Popolo, where 
the mortal remains of Italy’s greatest 


soldier, Marshal Armando Diaz, vic-' 


tor of Piave and Vittorio ~ Veneto. 


Not far distant once stood the Porta 
Flaminia, through which for centuries 
marched. Rome's and Italy's armed 
men, spreading Roman conquest and 
civilization throughout the world. 

Never has Italy mourned ene of 
her sons more sincerely than she 
mourns Diaz, whose victory at Vit- 
torio Veneto is recalled at the pre- 
Inde to the march on Rome by the 
fascists, 

Beginning with the king himself, in 
the morning. followed by Premier Mus- 
solini, all Rome seemed to throng te 
the shrine where the marshal lay in 
full uniform, embowered in flowers, 
whieh were spread over the bier by 
ladies-in-waiting to the queen at her 
majesty’s orders. 

From all over Italy tonight picked 
men of every regiment in the countrv 
are hurrying to the eternal city with 
their regimental colors, as well as 
representatives of the ex-soldiers, with 
the war-torn standards of the regi- 
ments disbanded since 1918. These 
will be flung to the breeze during the 
funeral of the leader, who was best 
known as the “Duke of Victory.”

Mr. Boston told the andience that 
he had made the charges as a private 
citizen of Fulton county after a care- 
ful survey of the records at the Ful- 
ton -eounty court house, and that nei- 
ther Captain Hope nor any of his 
friends were responsible for what he 
had said. 

The stormy session was by far the 
most .sensational which has marked 
the several clashes of candidates at 
their supporters since the entry lists 
closed several weeks ago. 

“If Captain Hope opens his mouth 
to attack me again or if his friends 
do, I will put stripes on his back and 
shackles on hig feet,’”’ Mr. Hewlett 
declared. 

“I will not submit to the mistreat- 
ment which the opposition — has 
launched against me. My representa- 
tive was asked by Mr. Boston at a 

meeting at the Smillie school Wed- 
nesday night if it was true that 1 
had not paid my taxes in seven years 
and if I was a registered voter, I 
have the receipts for the taxes in 
my pocket, having paid the bill today.
